1, All six (6) SOURCES had high school educations, and one alse had some 
mechanieal trade school training. They all appeared to be sincere and reliadle, 
All wore evaluated as being of average or above average intelligence, Three (3) 
were Law enforcement offieers, and three (3) wore GOC observers, Of the latter 
eroun on? (11) waa a housewifo, one Gh was'a miided missils design enzineer and 
the third was a guided missile draftsman, These three (3) people are considered 
well qualified, reliable observers because of their GOC and aeronautical teshnieal 
backvroutds. 


2. The objeet did not vossess the qualities of an aircraft. It was visible from 
ten (19) to hth (30) mimites and no radar return was received. Also, all avratli_ 
able SOURCES regording aircraft scheduling ravorted none were in the area at the
